Although at th0 end of the meetizig it had been agreed that a modified pmunble would en^d riaim i to be allowable, 
there t emahis a misunderstanding of the of laniguage needed for this. I had hoped to meet witfi you again on this 
matter on Oct 16/17 but you indicated in our phone discusaioh of October 10, 2001 that this would not be ujseful. 

The Examiner expressed tlie following points in our phone discussion o f October 10, 2001: 

1 . The "field-of-use" limitations accetrtable to the Exatniner in the preamble ate to be wiiltett as a closed list, limited 
to the fieldd covered in the previously indicated allowable claims, only fbr these embodiments. 

2. Ilie Examiner does not fisel the imnention is patentabte outsit 

3. Language preserving a tooad interpretatjon of the list of fields, leaving room for others, will tiot be acceptable. 

4. The Examiner isconcemed that he is unable to search all of Adds in i;^ch the invention is spphcAlB, 
and therefore he is unable to piopetly search the prior art. By way of example, the E^taminer indicated 
that ifths invention had a '*bilHon'* ^Ucations, how would he search them ? 

The Applicant ym^bes to summarise his position as follows: 

1 . Hie Applicant eamesdy believes that the invention is appilicable to many fields, not a closed list 

2. The Examiner has not found any prior art substantially similar to the inventinfi m Hflflna H hy ffia^tn 1. 

3. As the Examiner can verify, the Applicant has been granted 3 Mmilflr US "Pa tertf g ryn ^ 
extendible-retJBCtahle devices: 5,322,334, 5,324,086 (currently in naifisue proceedings), and 5,881,601 !E£2 
(after snccessftal ^^esX), none of which Tvete hmitedl^ field-of-use teshictiot^. Tliere is no 
requirement m the patent law far field<if«use restrictions.
